Al- 
though the S. A. B. does not plan to hold its 1940 meeting with the A. A. A. S., 
the Northern California-Hawaiian Branch will participate, and it is possible that 
the Southern California Branch may do likewise. 


Eighth American Scientific Congress 


Designed as a phase in the celebration of the 50th anniversary of the founding 
of the Pan American Union, the Eighth American Scientific Congress will be held in 
Washington, D. C., May 10-15, 1940, under the auspices of the United States Govern- 
ment. Invitations to take part have been extended by President Roosevelt, follow- 
ing a Special act of Congress, to the Governments of the American Republics in the 
Pan American Union. Scientific institutions and organizations are also invited to 
send representatives, 


There will be eleven sections of the Congress, among them one on biologicsl 
Sciences, one on agriculture and conservation, one on physical and chemical sciences 
and one on public health and medicine. English, Spanish, Portuguese and French have 
been designated as the official languages.

HANDBOOK OF BACTERIOLOGY. Joseph W. Bigger, Williams and Wilkins Company, 
Baltimore (1939) 5th Ed. 455 pp. $4.25 


This is a textbook that can be carried in a good-sized pocket. The author 
states in the preface that he has felt the need of a shorter textbook for medical 
students, and this need he has supplied in this handbook dealing almost exclu- 
Sively with medical bacteriology. Subjects are presented very briefly, no refer- 
ences to the literature are given, and historical aspects of the subject are 
largely omitted. The practical side is emphasized and theoretical considerations 
are minimized, As is necessarily the c,se in a book of this type, the material is 
presented somewhat dogmatically. The author recognized this and proposes that it 
is better thus, rather than to leave the uncritical student confused by a number 
of theories. 


The first half of the book is given up to general considerations, techniques, 
immunology, and diagnostic procedures, The last half deals with individual bac- 
teria and diseases caused by them, and closes with short sections on viruses, 
pathcgenic protozoa and pathogenic fungi. 


The text is well written in a clear, direct and concise style, The termino- 
logy is that in common use among American bacteriologists, except that the gram- 
negative, aerobic, non-Spore-forming bacilli are all placed in one genus, "Bac- 
terium." The book is beautifully illustrated with one hundred excellent figures 
and five colored plates. 


To those who believe ina short introductory text, to be supplemented by 
lectures and collateral reading, this book can be heartily recommended,

STANDARD METHODS FOR THE EXAMINATION OF DAIRY PRODUCTS. American Public Health 
Association, New York (1939) 7th Ed. 190 pp. $2.50 


This standard handbook for the public health laboratory worker and dairy 
technologist appears in its seventh edition with numerous changes even in its 
title, and several additions, There is marked improvement in the arrangement of 
material. <A major change has been made in the composition of "standard agar", by 
substituting tryptone for peptone and by the addition of glucose and skim milk to 
the formula. This modification has not met with universal approval, but merits 
a fair trial, Definite recommendation of methods for bacterial counts on plain 
ice cream, mold and yeast counts of butter and media for coliform types are made, 
Methylene blue thiocyanate takes the place of methylene blue chloride in the 
reduction test. There is a revision of tests for streptococci, and new methods 
proposed for the detection of M. tuberculosis and Brucella species, The bioassay 
of vitamin D milk is outlined for the first time. There are very minor changes 
in the section devoted to chemical methods. A discussion of proposed methods 
for the phosphatase test appears in an appendix, Every laboratory worker concerned 
With the microbiological or chemical examination of milk or dairy products should 
have a copy of this latest edition of the manual on his shelves,

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VIRUS DISEASES AND VIRUSES. Sir Patrick Playfair Laidlaw. Cambridge: at the 
University Press, New York: The Macmillan Company (1938) 52 pp. 90¢ 


This book records Sir Patrick's Rede Lecture for 1938. There is a short 
historical review of the development of knowledge regarding viruses and virus 
diseases which is followed by a list of some of the diseases illustrating the 
great economic importance of them, Then the matter of the nature of viruses is 
considered. It is obvious that the author looks upon all viruses as living agents. 
In order to do this he offers an explanation by retrograde evolution of why such 
small things can be living. This explanation is not entirely original because it 


had, as pointed out in a footnote by Sir Patrick, been used by Green and others 
previously. 


While certain investigators are not fully in accord with some of the ideas 
set forth by Sir Patrick, the lecture, nevertheless, is beautifully written and 


very stimulating. Those interestec in viruses and virus diseases would do well 
to read it.

IN MEMORIAM 


It is with deep regret that we record the deaths of the following members of 
the Society. 


Harold Mestre 
(1884-1939) 


Dr. Mestre, a native of Marmoroneck, New York, began his career in research 
and education in California. Having graduated from the University of California 
with an A. B. degree in 1923, and having remained at that institution another year 
as a teaching fellow, he then joined the staff of the California State Teachers 
College in Fresno as assistant professor of biology. Two years later he became 
associate professor, The next several years he spent at Stanford, securing his 
Ph, D. degree in 1929, and advancing to the rank of assistant professor of bio- 
physics in 1930. Dr. Mestre returned east in 1934 as an honorary fellow in the 
Yale School of Medicine. After three years there, he became professor of bio- 
physics at Bard College of Columbia University, acted as director of studies for 
a year, and in 1938 assumed the position of dean. He was connected with Bard 
College in this capacity until his death on September 9. 

As a biophysicist, Dr. liestre was particularly interested in the effect of 
radiation upon living organisms. He devoted much of his attention to the problem 
of spectrophotometry of leaves and algae in relation to photosynthesis, and had 
made photometric studies of bucterial suspensions. 


Charles Tyler 
Mr. Charles R. Tyler, a graduate pharmacist, passed away in New Yorx City 


on November 5. He had been an active member of the Society for 20 years. 


Otto W. Wichelhausen 
(1908-1939) 


Born in Herstelle, Germany, Dr. Yichelhausen studied at Whrzburg and Dissel- 
dorf, and received his M. D. degree from Gbttingen in 1934. An assistant bac- 
teriologist at Géttingen from 1933 to 1935, and physician in its departiaent of 
infectious diseases from 1935 to 1936, he severed his connection with that iusti- 
tution to come to America. Here, in 1947, he accepted a position as research 


bacteriologist in the Johns Hopkins Medical School, and worked there until his 
recent death,
